Springfield, 111.— White let- 
tering and numerals on a 
purple background will be 
the color combination for 
Illinois' 1964 motor vehicle 
license plates, Secretary of 
State Charles P. Carpentier 
has announced. 

Two Illinois colleges, both 
well over 100 years old, will 
be recognized by the use of 
those colors, Mr. Carpentier 
said. They are McKendrcc 
College at Lebanon, tho old- 
est institution of higher edu- 
cation in the state, aiul.Itock- 
ford College.- McKehdrec 
was founded in 1828 and 
Rockford in 1047. . 

The colors will offer a 
shanp contrast to tills year's 
green and yellow plates ami 
will, not conflict with the 
combinations scheduled for 
use by other states, Secretary 
Carpentier said. 

With a minor exception, 
the combination is also high 
on the list recommended by 
the University of Illinois en- 
gineers who made a thorough 
study of license plates pur- 
poses three years ago. Purple 
is not one of the colors on 
the list, but the engineers 
ha ve> agreed that it is an ac- 
ceptable substitute for blue, 
making the combination the 
third on the list, Mr. Carpen- 
tier said.

Danger In 
Viewing Of 
Sun Eclipse 

A partial eclipse of the 
sun is expected in this part 
of the United States on Sat- 
urday afternoon, July 'J.0, 
1963. Geographically, Illi- 
nois is in the highly danger- 
ous viewing area and dark 
glasses or photographic film 
will NOT provide adequaie 
eye protection. There are 
no filters available throtfgli 
which this eclipse can lie 
viewed safely in Illinois. Ac- 
cording to the Chicago Oplial- 
mologicral Society In a state- 
ment issued at the request of 
the Ad lor Planetarium, dam- 
age will bo done by any di- 
rect viewing. 

Children are most suscep- 
tible to eye damage from 
burns although adults can he 
harmed also. A similar 
eclipse In 1050 affected the 
Northwestern area of the 
United States. In Seattle 
alone, 59 persons, mostly 
children, suffered serious 
retinal burns even though 
they thought they had ade- 
quate viewing protect ion. 
These people will never be 
able. to read again. 

"The only sure^ protection 
against eye damage is indi- 
rect viewing, Informalion 
on me I hods of indirect view- 
ing and instruct ions for prep- 
aration of a simple, but effec- 
tive Sunscope, can lie se- 
cured from the Illinois So- 
ciety for the Prevention of 
Blindness. 220 South Stale 
Street. Chicago. Teachers 
and nurses can help prevent 
permanent eye damage by in- 
structing children before 
school is out in June and by 
encouraging them to in- 
struct oilier members of 
their families in proper view- 
ing. 




SAVE US FROM 
ANOTHER BUREAU 

In recent years iFhas been 
suggested, so far without re- 
sults, 'hat a Department of 
Consumers be established at 
tho cabinet-level, lis pur- 
pose would be to protect all 
of us helpless innocents from 
the rapacity of ruthless pro- 
ducers of just about every- 
thing. 

We already have pure 
food and drug laws, a federal 
trade commission, antitrust 
laws, and countless laws, 
boards and commissions to 
protect consumers, if taws 
are enforced. About the last 
thing we need now is another 
multi-million dollar federal 
agency to slow down incen- 
tive and production. 

Figures published by the 
Merchants and Manufactur- 
ers Association state that in 
1900, about 7,000 new pro- 
ducts were introduced in the 
food and drug field but only 
1,000 survived. 

This high fatality rate is 
inevitable^ It is' the result 
of obvious causes— the, pro- 
ducts aren't any good., or 
other tmd similar products 
are better, or consumers 
just don't take to them. And 
what it ail points to is the 
heavy risk that is a part of 
innovation in a free society. 
The pharamceutical industry 
is certainly a prime example 
of that. It devotes great re- 
sources in money, energy and 
human intelligence to' re- 
search. All manner of new 
drugs are produced and test- 
ed. But only a very Tew 
prove successful. 

The price of progress is 
opportunity, risk and endless 
effort. There is no other 
coin that so spurs inventive 
activity.

^llave you ever talked ^to 
the crew of a skipjack oyster 
drodgo, watched a lobster- 
man haul in his traps, seen 
a shrimper dumping an ot- 
ter trawl or witnessed the 
flying hooks aboard a Pa- 
cific Coast tuna boat?- 

Do you- know that sponge 
divers still harvest their liv- 
ing from lush undersea 
jungles off the coast of Flor- 
ida and that commercial cat 
fishermen work tiie muddy 
rivers of mid-America? 

Have you ever been 
aboard a . harbor tug, a 
tanker or a fire boat? .Do 
you know the smell of green 
coffee beans and burlap? 
'Have you watched a pile driv- 
er in action, seen bridges or 
dams being built, cables or 
pipe laid? ; 

No matter where you oper- 
ate your boat you arc almost 
certain to encounter some 
commercial boating activfty. 
If you arc interested in a 
new exciting phase of pleas- 
ure boating, don't pass by 
work craft. Oct to know their 
activities and- meet their 
crews. " 

I have patrolled with har- 
bor police, ridden on gar- 
bage scows and bunker boats 
and watched .ship salvage 
crews -in action. I've stop- 
ped at light ships and 
dropped off magazines, books 
and newspapers. The next 
time by I was given a pall of 
lobsters. 

I have learned that on a 
cold winter day or a hot 
summer evening there is al- 
ways a cup of hot coffee or 
a cold drink on any harbor 
tug. 

Commercial boatmen us- 
ually welcome visits from 
pleasure boatmen. . If you 
show respect for their work- 
ing hours and their equip- 
ment, you'll find they'll meet 
you more than halfway and 
open up a whole new marine 
vista. They will be as cur- 
ious about your runabout or 
cruiser as you are ahoul their 
vessel. And, don't forget 
they might want to come 
aboard your pleasure craft 
and even try their hand at 
the helm. 

Only one thing bothers 
the commercial boatman, and 
that is the pleasure boat op- 
erator's seeming lack of con- 
cern or knowledge about 
Rules of the Road and the 
special lights and day mark- 



ers commercial , craft display 
to indicate the kind of work 
in which they are engaged. 
Every boatman, Is expected 
to be familiar with these 
identifying lights and marks 
as woll as with sound signals.; 
The Rules of the Road vary 
depending upon 'the particu- 
lar waters on which you are 
operating. Western River 
Rules, Inland Rules or those 
applying to special situations 
on your own. local -waters are 
not necessarily the same.
